Present claims 1-5 relate to a methods defined by reference to a 
desirable characteristic or property, namely Joules per gram of dough, 
Froude number and shear mixing ratio. 

In the present case, the claims so lack support and essential technical 
features, and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful 
search over the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Independent of 
the above reasoning, the claims also lack clarity (Article 84 EPC) . An 
attempt is made to define the methods by reference to results to be 
achieved. Again, this lack of clarity in the present case is such as to 
render a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
impossible. 

Furthermore, present claim 2,3,5 relate to methods defined by reference 
to the following parameter: 
Froude Number. 

The use of this parameter in the present context is considered to lead to 
a lack of clarity within the meaning of PCT Article 6. It is impossible 
to compare the parameters the appl i cant has chosen to empl oy wi th what i s 
set out in the prior art. The lack of clarity is such as to render a 
meaningful complete search impossible. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant is advised that the EPO 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examining Authority is 
normally not to carry out a preliminary examination on matter which has 
not been searched.
